Rumrorp, R. I., May 25, A.D. 1945, A.O. 827 


A constitutional number of Commanderies being repre- 
sented the 139th Semi-Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island reconvened this twenty-fifth 
day of May at the Wannamoisett Country Club, Rumford, R. 
I, at 1:45 o’clock P.M., for the transaction of such business 
as may regularly come before it. Sir Kt. G. Lester Marston, 
Right Eminent Grand Commander, presiding. The Sir 
Knights were led in their devotions by our Eminent Grand 
Prelate, Sir Kt. and Rev. Luther L. Weller. 


This 139th Semi-Annual Conclave was called at Rumford, 
R.L., by the Right Eminent Grand Commander to comply with 
the following paragraph, as stated and published in the official 
notice of May 15, 1945 :— 


Attendance at our Semi Annual Conclave to be held at Rum- 
ford, R. I., on Friday, May 25, 1945, must be restricted in con- 
formance with the directive issued by the O.D.T. dated January 
11, 1945, and as amended on January 22, 1945, and by sub- 
sequent press releases. The directive provides that purely local 
meetings of more than 50 persons using only city or suburban 
transit facilities or in the case of rural communities transit 
facilities within the normal trading area and for which no 
sleeping accommodations are necessary are not required to 
have a special permit for such meetings. The original direc- 
tive has been still further modified by holding that groups 
having an out-of-town attendance of 50 or less in addition to 
the local attendance, whatever number that may be, may as- 
semble without filing an application. 


A fair interpretation, it seems, of this directive as modified 
would be that so long as we do not have in attendance 50 in- 


fraters to 
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dividuals in addition to the local representation we are not 
violating the spirit or letter of the directive. Therefore, in 
accordance with this directive, no member should attend this 


meeting if his attendance will in any way conflict with the 
directive. 


The M. BE. Grand Master of Grand Encampment has ruled 
that owing to restrictions on attendance it ought to be under- 
stood that no controversial matters will be taken up.

SIR. KT. G. LESTER MARSTON 


Right Eminent Grand Commander 


Sir Knights: 


Jt is an honor as well as a pleasure to welcome you my

-Annual Conclave of this Grand 
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Whenever we assemble in Conclave, we are to some extent 
making Templar history. As I have had occasion to review 
the printed proceedings of the years that have become a 
memory, I have been impressed with the fact that our records 
in many instances are rather sketchy, certainly vague enough 
to make the work of an historian difficult. Therefore that 
posterity may have a proper understanding of the conditions 
under which we have today met, let it be recorded that our 
beloved country is still at war. Notwithstanding that hostil- 
ties have ceased in the European theatre, our forees are still 
at grips with a fanatical foe in the South Pacific. 


On January 11, 1945, the Office of Defense Transportation 
issued a directive to the effect that on and after February 1, 
1945 no conventions of ‘industrial, business, labor, fraternal, 
professional, religious, civic, social and Governmental organi- 
zations’’ could be held without a permit if more than fifty per- 
sons were to be in attendance. This directive has from time 
to time been modified and clarified as outlined in the formal 
notice calling this Conclave. Since receipt of this directive I 
have kept in close contact with the office of the M. BE. Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar, the 
Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts and the Grand 
Master of Masons in Rhode Island in order to determine if we 
could meet here without offense to either the letter or the 
spirit of the law. Each of you have been asked to decide 
if you should attend. As I look on this gathering, I am happy 
to observe that we have apparently followed the traditions of 
Templar Masonry in meticulously supporting our Govern- 
ment in every way. These same restrictions have made it 
necessary for the Grand Commanderies of sister jurisdictions 
with whom through the years we have enjoyed the closest bonds 
of friendship and fellowship to withhold their usual invitations 
to their Annual Conclaves, most of which occurred in the 
Spring months. To each of us who are Grand Commanders in 
these states, this is a distinct personal loss which cannot be 
retrieved. Perhaps if and when these restrictions are lifted, 
we can in some way get together and celebrate the peace. At 
least we in this jurisdiction are hopeful that we may be able to 
hold our Annual Conclave in October as usual (and informa- 
tion which I have received within twenty-four hours indicates 
that that may be entirely possible). 


Since our last Conclave we have suffered the loss by death of 
three of our close associates active in Grand Commandery 
work. The first was E. Sir Roy 8. Perkins who departed on 
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December 3, 1944, At the time of his death he was President 
of the Presiding Councils Club of Eastern Massachusetts, and 
then on January 17, 1945 the summons came to our Grand 
Captain General, Ralph Gregory. This was an irreparable 
loss to your Grand Commander as I had arranged that Ralph 
would relieve me to some extent in the activities incident to 
visiting Commanderies on inspection nights. Then on Feb- 
ruary 8, 1945 our Senior Past Grand Commander, Walter W. 
Burnham, who had reached advanced years, passed from our 
sight. Fitting and further recognition of these and other 
fraters who have answered the last call will be taken at the 
Annual Conclave in October and will appear in the report 
prepared by the Committee on Necrology. 


It is not customary for the Grand Commander to dwell at 
length on the general activities of the Grand Commandery ; 
this being reserved for his annual report. However, I antic. 
ipate that the report of the Committee on Inspections and 
Tactics which will be presented later on will indicate the prog- 
ress that has been made in the inspection work of the sea- 
son. Personally I believe that I have seen strong evidence of 
renewed interest and zeal among our Commanderies in their 
efforts to do a creditable job. Some of the Commanders who 
felt they could not possibly put on a complete inspection have 
done a very splendid job with the result that there will be 
fewer Commanderies this year which have been unable to put 
on the complete work. We are convinced of the error of 
crowding so many inspections into a relatively few weeks and 
hope that the Committee will recommend spreading the inspec- 
tions over a longer period of time thus relieving the inspecting 
officers of such a heavy volume of work as some of them have 
had in a very short space of time. 


I am also glad to report, and this will appear more in de- 
tail later, that the Tactics as revised have actually been put 
into typewritten form. 


As respects new membership, we expressed the hope that 
this year we would be able to show a net gain and felt that 
1000 new petitions for membership would make that possible 
Some of the Commanderies have certainly ‘“‘gone to town”? in 
their efforts to canvass the field in their Jurisdictions and the 
results in some cases have been outstanding if not phenomenal. 
It has been a long time since Commanderies have conferred 
the Orders upon anywheres from six to a dozen or more candi- 
dates. It has been a new experience for many of our officers 
to start work in the middle of the afternoon and continue 
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through until ten o’clock in the evening, but it is the sort of 
an experience which breeds enthusiasm. For illustration, I 
attended the Conclave of a Commandery recently where 
favorable action was taken on eight applicants, six new appli- 
cations were read and the Order of the Temple was conferred 
on seven candidates. This is only one of several Commanderies 
which have been carrying on so splendidly. 


I personally regret the apparent lack of interest on the part 
of some of our Commanders. After all, the loss is primarily 
theirs for it is quite obvious to any thinking person that there 
must be new acquisitions to the ranks of any Commandery if 
that Commandery is to exist in a healthy condition. My 
advice to all Commanderies is to put the new men to work at 
once and hold their interest in Templar activities. I most 
sincerely appreciate the fine leadership of the Chairman of the 


New Membership Committee, J. Herbert Hinds, Grand Sword 
Bearer. 


To the President, officers and members of the Presiding 
Councils Club, I owe much for their support. This organiza- 
tion is a means of direct contact between the Grand Com- 
mander and the active officers of the Commanderies associated 
in this Club. I only wish we could, and I believe we can if we 
will, establish like clubs in Woreester, Greenfield or Pittsfield 
which would make possible the closest contacts between the 
members of the club, provide an opportunity for the discussion 
of their common problems and serve as a contact point with 
the Grand Commander. 


As we enter upon the last phase of our Grand Commandery 
year, installations will be the order of the day. Many of the 
Commanderies have cooperated with the Grand Commandery 
in its request that elections be held at the June conclave and 
possibly that the officers may be installed at that time. This 
procedure will be of benefit to the Commanderies in that the 
officers knowing that they are elected will have two or more 
months to prepare their programs, become familiar with their 
duties and prepare for their annual inspections. 


_I believe that there is a publicity value in public installa- 
tions, but I also believe that if installations are to be public 
there should be thorough preparation for such an affair. In 
fact I would go further and express the feeling that in my 
opinion too many installation services, be they private or 
public, show entire lack of preparation on the part of the 
installing officer and too often the whole ceremony is more or 
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less of a travesty. It should not be forgotten that officers be- 
ing installed into the positions to which they have been elected 
or appointed are taking upon themselves a solemn obligation, 
an obligation which should not be lightly entered into. 


This year we have had meetings of the Council officers at 
which time plans have been drawn up and programs discussed. 
I am glad to report that there has been the fullest under- 
standing between the Grand Commander, the Deputy Grand 
Commander and the Grand Generalissimo, and the cooperation 
from my standpoint leaves nothing to be desired. 


Most of our Commanderies will adjourn during the months 
of July and August although two Commanders have informed 
me that they could keep busy right straight through the year, 
and this is certainly encouraging. 


May I take this opportunity to thank all of my fraters who 
have been so cooperative during my administration and wish 
for each of them a pleasant summer and a restful vacation and 
the sincere hope that with the coming of September they may 
be filled with a stronger urge than ever to make Templary 
healthier and more progressive.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE OF JURISPRUDENCE 


May 19, 1945. 
To Grand Commandery: 


The following amendments to by-laws of Constituent Com- 
manderies have been approved by the Grand Commander dur- 
ing recess of Grand Commandery and are now subject to review 
by Grand Commandery. This Committee recommends their 
approval by Grand Commandery as follows: 


Beruany ComManpery, No. 17.—Amend Article II, See. 1, 
to read: ‘‘The stated conclaves of this Commandery shall be 
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held in the Masonic Temple, Lawrence, Mass., on the last 
Monday of September, October, November, January, Feb- 
ruary, March, April and May, except it be a holiday when the 
stated conclave shall be held on the Monday preceding the 
last Monday. The stated conclave in May shall be the annual 


conclave. Special conclaves may be called by the Comman- 
der.’’ 


Amend Article IX, See. 1, to read: ‘‘Each Sir Knight ex- 
cept Life members who are exempt under Article VI, Section 
1, shall pay annual dues of Ten Dollars to the Recorder of 


the Commandery which shall be due June first and payable 
in advance.”’ 


Mimrorp Commanprry, No. 11—Amend Article 2, first 
paragraph, to read: ‘‘The stated conclaves of this Commandery 
shall be held in Masonic Hall, Milford, Massachusetts, at 7:30 
o’clock P.M., on the fourth Monday in each month, except 
when the fourth Monday falls on a legal holiday, in which case 
the Commander shall have the power to designate as the date of 
the stated conclave any day within one week of the regular 
date. The stated conclaves in July and August may be 
omitted by vote of the Commandery.” 


Saint Brrnarp Commanprry, No. 12—Add Article IX, 
entitled CHARITY FUND, to read: Section 1. ‘The Charity 
Fund shall consist of seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50) 
from each fee received for conferring The Orders and such 


other moneys as may be donated to the Fund or voted by the 
Commandery.’’ 


Section 2. ‘The Trustees of the Charity Fund shall be the 
same as those of the Permanent Fund.’? 


es Section 3. ‘‘The Fund shall be invested in the name of 

The Charity Fund of Saint Bernard Commandery.’? No 
expenditure of the principal may be made without a majority 
vote of the members present at any regular or special Conclave 


of the Commandery, due notice having been given of such 
proposed action.’’ 


Section 4. ‘The income of the Fund may be used by the 
Commander, with the approval of the Trustees, for charitable

Section 5. ‘The Trustees shall present a written report 
on the condition of the Fund at each Annual Conclave.” 


Renumber former Article IX as Article X. 
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Hues Dre Payens Commanpery, No. 20.—Amend Article 
X, entitled DUES, See. 1, to read: ‘‘Hach member shall pay 
annually nine dollars to the Recorder of this Commandery, 
which shall be due September 1st and payable in advance.’ 


DrMoray Commanprry, No. 7—Amend Article II, See. 1, 
first paragraph, to read: ‘‘The Stated Conclave of the Com- 
mandery shall be held in the Masonic Temple, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, on the fourth Wednesday of each month at such 
time as the Commander shall designate, except when the 
fourth Wednesday may fall on a legal holiday, in which event 
the Stated Conclave shall be held on the Monday preceding the 
fourth Wednesday.’’ 


Amend Article II, Sec. 2, to read: ‘‘The Officers of the 
Commandery shall be chosen annually at the stated Conclave 
in June; the Commander, Generalissimo, Captain General, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Recorder and 
Trustees of the Funds as hereinbefore provided, shall be 
elected by ballot; the remaining officers shall be appointed by 
‘the Commander. Their installation shall take place on the 
date of the September Conclave next following and they shall 
hold their respective offices until their successors are elected 
and installed.’’ 


Amend Article IX, See. 1, paragraph (e), to read: ‘‘ Funds 
needed for the running expenses of the Commandery may be 
withdrawn from this fund by a two-thirds vote of the mem- 
bers present and voting at a stated conclave, provided such 
withdrawal stating the exact amount to be withdrawn shall be 
read at a stated conclave and bourne upon, or enclosed with the 
notification of the next stated conclave.’’ 


Amend Article IX, See, 3, to read: (a) ‘‘A Relief Fund shall 
be established, consisting of all monies received from Com- 
mandery activities conducted for the benefit of this fund 
voluntary contributions, all donations and bequests to the 
Commandery for this specifie purpose and any additions as 
shall from timé to time be made by vote of the Commandery.’’ 


(b) ‘‘The Relief Fund shall be administered by the Council 
of DeMolay Commandery and may be used during the year 
under the direction of the Council for charitable, educational 
or religious purposes more particularly for the relief of dis- 


tressed Sir Knights of DeMolay Commandery and/or their de- 
pendents.’’ 


Amend Article IX, See. 4, to read: ‘All funds of this Com- 
mandery shall be invested by the Board of Trustees in Massa- 
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chusetts cooperative banks, savings banks or in such securities 
only as are legal for savings banks in the State of Massachu- 
setts.’” 


The Jurisprudence Committee recommends approval of the 
foregoing Article IX, Sec. 4 with the last three words changed 
to read: ‘‘Commonwealth of Massachusetts’’. 


BERKSHIRE ComMMANDERY, No. 22—Amend Article II, See. 
2, entitled ELECTION AND INSTALLATION OF OFFI- 
CERS, to read: ‘‘The Officers of the Commandery shall be 
chosen annually at the Stated Conclave in June. The Com- 
mander, Generalissimo, Captain General, Senior Warden, 
Junior Warden, Treasurer and Recorder shall be elected by 
written ballot, the remaining officers shall be appointed by the 
Commander. Their installation may take place on the day of 
their election and appointment, or on any subsequent date 
selected by the Commander prior to the next Stated Conclave, 
and they shall hold their respective offices until their succes- 
sors are installed.”’ ‘ 


Amend Article IX, entitled DUES, See. 1, to read: ‘‘There 
shall be paid annually in advance to the Recorder of this Com- 
mandery by each member thereof (except as provided in Arti- 
cles V and VI) for the purpose of defraying the current ex- 
penses and for such other uses or purposes as the Commandery 
may from time to time order, the sum of Five Dollars, the 
same to be due and payable in advance at the Stated Con- 
clave in June of each year. No member of this Commandery 
who is in arrears in the payment of dues for the term of two 


years shall be entitled to vote or be eligible to hold office 
therein.’’ 


Amend Article IX, entitled DUES, Sec. 2, to read: ‘The 
Recorder shall at the annual conclave in June report the names 
of all members in arrears for two years or more, together with 
the amounts due from each, and shall notify said members that 
unless their dues are paid or remitted before the Stated Con- 
clave in October following, action will be taken by the Com- 
mandery for suspension or expulsion from membership. Such 
notice shall be served upon such delinquent member by giving 
the same to him in hand, by leaving the same at his last and 
usual place of abode or depositing the same in the Post Office 
at Pittsfield, postage paid and directed to his last known place 
of residence at least two’months prior to the date of such pro- 
posed action.”’ 
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““At the conclave at which action upon the matter of the 
suspension or expulsion of a Sir Knight for the non-payment of 
dues or assessments is to be had, the Recorder shall report to 
the Commandery his action in the matter and if it shall appear 
that the Sir Knight is delinquent in the payment of dues or an 
assessment legally made, and that no sufficient excuse has been 
made therefor, and that proper notice of the proposed action 
has been given, he may be suspended by a majority of the 
members present or he may be expelled by a two-thirds vote 
of the members present.’’ 


Boston Commanprry, No. 2—Amend Artiele II, See. 2, to 
read: ‘‘The Annual Conelave shall be held at the stated con- 
clave in September, but the first eight officers shall be elected 
annually at the stated conclave in June of each year.’’ 


Amend Article IIT, See. 1, to read: ‘The first eight officers 
shall be elected annually in June of each year by written or 
printed ballots; the others shall be appointed by the Eminent 
Commander immediately after his installation,”’ 


The Jurisprudence Committee recommends approval of the 

foregoing Article II, Sec. 2 and Article III, Sec. 1 with the in- 

sertion in each section after the words ‘‘the first eight officers’’, 
the following words: ‘with the exception of the Prelate’’.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the Annual Report of the Educational 
Foundation for the year ending December 31, 1944. 


Due to war activities, taking so many of our young men and 
women, applications for loans have been drastically redueed— 
only 15 loans were approved and 1 rejected, during the year. 
Repayments have increased materially. During the last five 
months of 1944 a total of 69 accounts were paid in full. These 
two facts have given us a large surplus of cash which, as the 
report shows, has been invested in United States War Bonds.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INSPECTIONS 


Rumford, Rhode Island, May 25, 1945. 


To the Officers and Members of The Grand Commandery of 
Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island: 


Reports have not all been received from the Commanderies 
which had their Inspections scheduled in this current month of 
May, therefore this report is a preliminary one to the complete 
report which is to be presented at the Annual Conclave in 
October. 


Inspection dates selected over the past few years have placed 
too many Inspections at the end of the season and too few 
throughout the earlier months. This year for example 41 of 
the 52 Commanderies held their Inspections in the last 3 
months of the year while only 11 held theirs in the first 4 
months. Inspections have not been spread out uniformly 
throughout the year, too many are held in the same week and 
even on the same day. We had 6 cases this year where 2 In- 
spections were held on the same evening. We had 4 eases, 
where 5 Inspections were held in the same week. Only 1 In- 
spection was held in November and only 1 in February. Only 
2 were held in December. 


There is a feeling that a more efficient schedule should be 
prepared which will distribute the Inspections more evenly 
over the 7 months from November through May inclusive. 
Your Committee recommends that this be done for next year. 


The efficiency of the work seems to have remained at the 
same level as last year. From reports so far received, 8 Com- 
manderies had a higher mark than last year. 8 other Com- 
manderies had a lower mark. 28 or more than one-half of the 
Commanderies received the same relative mark as they re- 
ceived last year. 4 Commanderies were not marked becatise 
they did not put on a full and complete Inspection.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TACTICS 
May 25, 1945. 


To the Members of the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


The Committee on Tactics developed a new sheet for mark- 
ing purposes. It divides the marking, based on 1,000 points, 
for the several sections of the work. Further, each section is 
divided minutely for each officer involved. It was hoped that 
the new method would give a more accurate picture of each 
part of the Order of the Temple, so that the Marking Officers 
would arrive at a much more uniform appraisal of the work at 
each of the Inspections. As to the actual results accomplished, 
a thorough checking of the sheets will have to determine. 


A School of Instruction was held at Coeur de Lion Com- 
mandery through the courtesy of Em.*.Sir Archibald T. Meikle, 
Commander, before the first Inspection, when that Command- 
ery worked the Order on several candidates. The results of 
the test were tabulated and two more meetings of the line Offi- 
cers of Grand Commandery were held to discuss the results. 
Differences in marking were talked over and many points ex- 
plained, with the hope and the thought that a more uniform 
result might be accomplished even though eleven men, each 
with his own personal equation, were to do the marking, We 
realize that the result is far from perfection but we do express 
the hope that progress has been made and that perhaps the 
results of another year may bear sweeter fruit. 


The Committee has held many meetings to endeavor to 
prepare a new and simplified set of tactics. We can report 
that such a set has been drawn up and that they have been 
typed, although not yet thoroughly edited. It was the hope 
of the Grand Commander that the work as outlined therein 
might have been demonstrated this spring. It was, however, 
deemed Inexpedient, although Em.*.Sir Harold §. Saunders, 
Commander of Bay State Commandery agreed to demonstrate 
them with his officers and guards. <A date will be set, however, 
for such a meeting in September or October at a location con. 
venient to the majority of the Commanderies. Bay State will 
exemplify the work and we hope a large number of Sir 
Knights from all Commanderies will assemble, note the work, 
and be prepared to offer any and all criticism that they wish, 
in order that the best possible set of Tactics may be adopted 
for use in this Jurisdiction. We wish all to realize that it is 
the Committee’s desire to promulgate Tactics that are what you 
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want. When and if a new set is adopted, it is our wish that. 
they shall be the result of the best thoughts of all interested— 
not just the desire of the few who have been willing to give the 
time and thought necessary to produce what we have seen fit 
to set down on paper. We solicit the comments of all.

Grand Commander 


1944-1945 


As we gather at this the 142nd Annual Conclave of our 
Grand Commandery, our hearts are grateful to Almighty 
God that once more under His guidance we may meet in 
Annual Conclave. We are particularly thankful that some 
of the regulations incident to the war have been lifted, in 
consequence of which we have been able to receive our dis- 
tinguished Fraters from other jurisdictions and from the 
Grand Bodies of the States of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island. It is also a pleasure to greet those of our own Sir 
Knights who for the first time by virtue of recent election 
are attending an Annual Conclave. While it is a require- 
ment of their office that they attend the Conclaves of the 
Grand Commandery, it is a fact that has sometimes been over- 
looked too frequently in the past. F der 

One year ago when I was installed Grand Comman ee 
our country was involved in a global war, the most awful in e 
world’s history. Today, with the help of the cers es 
fighting planes are grounded; the guns are hushed ; our : avy 
rides at anchor in safe harbors; our valiant sons are returning 
home. We are at peace again. SA 

A victory witont peace forever will be but an ae aS 
another war. We know that history repeats itself. and is 
cause of that fact we appreciate the great responsibilities that 
rest not only upon the leaders of the victor nations but Bue 
each citizen of those nations. We should appreciate that 1 
as our ritual recites and as it is written, in the scriptures our 
swords are to be beaten into plowshares and our spears into 
pruning hooks will depend on what the answer to this eae 
may be. Is the reign of the Blessed Emanuel, the Prinee a 
Peace, the great Captain of our Salvation, to become univ ersa 
and eternal? If the answer is ‘‘yes’’ then eternal peace will 
have arrived, but if the answer is again evasive or 11 the nega- 
tive, then there is a good chance that the sacrifice that has been 
made has been in vain. 
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The grim reaper whose name is death has swung his seythe 
this year, and some of those we loved will speak to us no more, 
but the influence of their lives will live forever. 

On January 17th, we were shocked to receive word of the 
passing of our Grand Captain General, E. S. Ralph Gregory. 
He was with us at the inspection of St. Omer Commandery 
on January 15th and apparently in his usual good health and 
in his own inimitable way addressed the Sir Knights there 
assembled. Grand Commandery funeral services were held 
at the Park Place Congregational Church, Pawtucket, in the 
presence not only of his Fraters but a large assembly of friends 
and neighbors. The minister of his church in his eulogy re- 
vealed a side of Ralph’s character that I think few of us fully 
appreciated. It was one of the finest tributes I have ever 
heard from the lips of a minister in connection with the pass- 
ing of one of his parishioners. His passing was a deep per- 
sonal loss to me and a great loss to all who knew him. 

Again on February 8th, the dread message came to our 
Senior Past Grand Commander, Walter W. Burnham. Ac- 
companied by the Grand Recorder, the Grand Sword Bearer, 
the Commander of the Eighth Division and R. BE. Sirs Clarence 
M. Dunbar, Adelbert E, Place and Arthur §. Vaughn I at- 
tended the last rites at St. Martin’s Church, Providence. 

Again on Aug. 14, 1945 we learned of the passing of the 
V. R. and Sir Knight Perey Edrop, our Associate Grand Pre- 
late. A leader of the church and in fraternal circles, the 
world is richer for his having lived. 

_, During the year, through death, we have lost a total of 399 
Sir Knights. As is our custom, at this time we will listen to 
the report from the Committee on Necrology. 

_ The war effort naturally imposed restrictions on our activi- 
ties both as respects travel and the problem of food. Your 
officers have proved worthy of your confidence in their zeal 
and fidelity in the discharge of their respective duties. I 
have frequently been reminded this year of the motto of the 
Post Office Department which reads in part as follows: 

nether snow nor rain, nor heat, nor gloom of night stays 
these couriers from the swift completion of their appointed 
rounds. ’’ I take this opportunity to express to them one and 
all my genuine appreciation for their loyalty and support in 
this trying year. 

TG has always been my belief that it was the duty of the 
head of any Masonic Body, be it subordinate lodge or con- 
stituent Commandery, to train his council officers at least to 


the extent of sharing with him the fullest information re-. 


garding proposed activities and responsibilities. I could not 
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ask for better cooperation than I have had from the council 
officers. The Deputy Grand Commander, V. B. Sir Frank 
H. Wilson, has carried full responsibility for the details in- 
cident to our inspections. The Grand Generalissimo, E. 8. 
Harold S. Crocker, was assigned the responsibility for putting 
in shape for the printer the final draft to the Tactics. Matters 
in reference thereto have been referred to him. No one could 
have been selected better qualified for the responsibilities of 
that task. I had arranged with the late E. 8. Ralph Gregory, 
Grand Captain General, to share the responsibilities of at- 
tendance at inspections and other events. His passing made 
it necessary for me to give more time to these matters than I 
had anticipated. 7 

Our Grand Junior Warden, E. 8. A. Kenneth Martin, for 
business reasons was unable to attend the 141st Annual Con- 
clave when he was elected to office. On November 2, 1944, I 
administered to him the vow of office. 

On July 9, 1945 I appointed E. S. George A. Weeks to the 
office of Grand Captain General and administered to him the 
vow of office. f 

In my progress through the line, I have appreciated some- 
what the responsibilities that rest upon a Grand Commander. 
However, the extent and magnitude of the authority and 
responsibility was more fully appreciated from the moment of 
my installation. The experiences of the year have broadened 
my knowledge of Templar law and impressed me with the 
desirability of all who are in authority bemg thoroughly 
familiar not only with the Constitutions of the Grand En- 
campment and the Grand Commandery but the decisions 
relating thereto. I have tried with God’s help, to administer 
the duties of my office with justice and moderation, with 
dignity and kindness. Being human, I have undoubtedly 


’ erred, but any mistakes that have been made have been of the 


mind and not of the heart. I have tried to meet the problems 
that have arisen; not evade them. If I have injured anyone’s 
feelings, I sincerely ask your forgiveness. 

It is now my pleasure to present to you the account of my 
stewardship. 


Easter Service 

While the members of this Grand Jurisdiction were cordially 
invited to attend the Haster Service held in Arlington Ceme- 
tery, it was with disappointment and some reluctance that 
your council officers bowed to the fact that we could not 
honestly say that our attendance ‘‘would aid the war effort. 
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Parades 


E. 8. Frank Ells, Commander of Boston Commandery, 
offered the assistance of his Commandery in arranging for a 
parade to be held on Ascension Sunday. A study of the sit- 
uation revealed that the transportation problem, the food sit- 
uation and the fact that many of our newer Sir Knights 
were not equipped with uniforms and regalia was such that 
it was inadvisable to hold a parade. I decided that a small 
parade is not good advertising. The parade, therefore, so far 
as Grand Commandery was concerned, was not held. 


Church Services 
33 Commanderies attended Church services, 
Christmas Observance 


Too many of our Commanderies apparently found it im- 
possible to observe the request of the Grand Master that we 
observe the day with appropriate services. While I appreciate 
the many reasons that make this observance difficult, I would 
urge that this year a real effort be made to observe the anni- 
versary of the birth of Him whom we look to as the great

Membership

should be made as to the reason for the request before it is 
granted. Suspensions of Fraters because of unpaid dues 
should be less frequent and would be if more consideration 
were given to the subject when the Frater first shows symp- 
toms of becoming delinquent. é 

This year I requested Commanderies to advise me of all 
requests for demits and contemplated action of suspensions. 
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Some complied, and some did not, but those that did were 
given substantial evidence that the Grand Commandery was 
in a position to be of assistance by action and suggestion. 

I would like to give you just one incident. A Commandery 
was considering the question of the suspension of a Sir 
Knight who was several years in arrears. Through sources 
at our command, we were able to locate this Frater and 
learned that he had been retired by his employer some few 
years previous because of ill health; that he was living 
within less than a mile of this Temple; that he was still in 
poor health. In less than a month, he passed away. I am 
sure the Fraters of his Commandery slept easier when they 
learned of his death because they had not suspended him. 

The need for acquisition of new members is not difficult to 
prove. We have to only briefly review the record. In 1926 
we had 26,563 members. In 1942-48 that number had dropped 
to 12,475, a loss of 14,088 members. In 1943-44 it dropped 
to 12,330, a further loss of 145. Today our membership 
stands at 12,505, a net gain of 175, the first time since 1926 
that we have been able to show a net gain. The report of the 
Membership Committee will indicate to you how many peti- 
tions it was necessary for us to secure in order to offset the 
losses hereinbefore referred to. dl 

In 1942-43 a Membership Committee was appointed by the 
Grand Commandery. The campaign has been conducted 
since, and I want to take this occasion to express not only to 
this year’s Chairman of the Membership Committee, E. 8. 
J. Herbert Hinds, Grand Sword Bearer, but to the others who 
have headed this committee, my appreciation for the fine 
work they have done. 

We should go forward with more intensity of purpose than 
ever before to recruit from among the thousands of men in this 
Grand Jurisdiction who are eligible for membership in all the 
York Rite Bodies. More consideration should be given to con- 
tacting those who during the depression perhaps or for other 
reasons have taken demits and secure their applications for 
reinstatement. 

Some of our Commanderies this year have shown unusual 
gains, and this hag been because of diligence on the part of 
the Commanders of these Commanderies. The work of others 
has been most disappointing as indicating a lack of apprecia- 
tion of the seriousness of their future. Three Commanderies ; 
to wit, Orange No, 45, Joseph Warren No. 26 and St. George 
No. 44 have-not reported receipt of any petitions nor the 
Knighting of any candidates. Yet these same Commanderies 
have lost by death, demits and suspensions 17 members. 
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I would like to suggest to each Commander that he compile 
statistics that will indicate what has happened to the member- 
ship in his Commandery during the last 10 or 15 years. On 
one side let it be set down by the number of petitions re- 
ceived and acquisitions by restoration to membership, and on 
the other side the losses by death, demits and suspensions. 
Such a compilation projected into the future will reveal the 
problem facing each Commandery. 


Inspections 


Restrictions in travel and food rationing have created 
problems for us this year worse than in any other year within 
my experience. 

The inspection dates were not well assigned, and for that, 
I assume my measure of responsibility. Generally speaking, 
I have found that contrary to what has been said in the past 
the Commanderies are perfectly willing to cooperate with the 
Grand Commandery in the matter of assignment of inspection 
dates. This year we have had too many inspections per week 
and month. One of our officers had four inspections in twelve 
days. A much improved schedule for next year has been 
prepared by the V. H. Deputy Grand Commander and was sent 
to the various Commanderies in July and to that schedule there 
has been little or no objection that could not easily be met. 
This schedule will limit inspecting officers to not more than 
two inspections per month and will give more time, with im- 
proved travel conditions, for preliminary visits to Command- 
eries under their jurisdiction and assist them not only in 
their preparation for inspections but in the handling of other 
problems. 

There has been some eriticism that more of our Grand 
Commandery officers have not been seen more frequently 
at inspections, _ We feel quite sure that with improved travel 
conditions their more frequent attendance will be noted. 
The Grand Commander attended twenty-four inspections and 
the V. E. Deputy Grand Commander twenty-three, and at only 
thirteen of these were we both present. This incidentally was 
much better than either of us expected to be able to accomplish, 
and we are indebted to those of the Fraters who furnished 
transportation, particularly B. Sirs Weeks and Hinds. 

Naturally the conditions referred to affected the attendance 
of line officers of the Commanderies. Twelve Commanders 
were not recorded at any inspections but their own, and the 
same may be said of twenty-nine Generalissimos and Five 
Captain Generals. Only nine Commanderies had no Past 
Commanders present at any inspections,

Notwithstanding the situation there has been an imerease 
in attendance at inspections as indicated below.

The inspection reports revealed there has been a great 
improvement in the total amount of outstanding dues which 
dropped from $47,642 to $37,204, an improvement to be sure 
but far from satisfactory. If several Commanderies can end 
the year with no outstanding dues, it should serve to indicate 
that proper attention to this problem will show a much re- 
duced amount outstanding. I consider it to be a part of the 
duties of a Commander to see that the financial affairs of his 
Commandery are in proper shape. To say that he inherited 
a debt of outstanding dues due to the negligence of his prede- 
cessors or that the collection of dues is the duty of the 
Recorder is evading the question. ‘ ; i 

Further details regarding the results of inspections will 
be found in the very excellent report of the V. E. Deputy 
Grand Commander. . 
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One of our esteemed Sir Knights called to my attention 
“the practice at inspections of packing the Commanderies 
for the purpose of getting the count.’’ We have not been 
unmindful of this situation, and at the beginning of the year 
requested the Deputy Grand Warders in ordering the mem- 
bers of the Commandery being inspected to attention by in- 
cluding ‘‘all others be seated’’ and I think generally speaking 
this year that there has been an observance of our request. 
It is a matter of honor and Templars are honorable. 


In closing reference to our inspections, reference should 
be made to the new marking chart which has been tried out 
this year. This was an experiment, but I believe the results 
have been very satisfactory, and I understand the principles 
of the marking will be continued in the year to come. 


Tactics 


The handling of men in semi-military formation seems to 
be the stumbling block in preventing some Commanderies 
from receiving a high mark. Generally speaking, those Com- 
manderies which may have a man with some military experi- 
ence have the least trouble. Many men eligible to serve as 
Captains of the Guard are now returning from the military 
services. I strongly recommend to such Commanderies as 
need strengthening in this respect that they should plan on 
obtaining the services of these men. Most of them would 
make mighty good officer material. 

For the past several years, the Committee on Tactics, the 
membership of which has changed each year to some extent, 
has been working on a revision of our Tactics. Many sug- 
gestions from those well versed in the subject have been re- 
ceived and considered by the committee. The preliminary 
revision was finished and the responsibility of putting the 
completed work in shape for the printer was undertaken by 
the Grand Generalissimo, E. 8. Harold §. Crocker. It was 
decided by the committee that it would be well to exemplify 
those portions of the Tactics where material changes had been 
made for such Sir Knights as cared to attend. The meeting 
was held on September 4th in the apartments of Coeur de Lion 
Commandery with a surprisingly large attendance; 201 being 
present. One might conclude from the criticism that the group 
was unanimously in favor of making no change in the Tactics, 
even such changes which would conform to the provisions of 
the Grand Encampment. A more complete report will be 
received from the Chairman of the Tactics Committee and will 
follow in the records, 
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Finances 


We have lived within our budget. A new form for the use 
of the Treasurer in presenting his monthly report of budget 
expenditures and balances to the council officers and Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee has proved eminently satis- 
factory except that there has been too much delay in the 
rendition of the report. This is a matter which should receive 
a priority so far as the Treasurer is concerned. 

In accordance with the recommendation of my predecessor, 
all bills have been approved and checks with the exception of 
salary checks countersigned by me. 


Fidelity Bonds 


A review of our fidelity bond following the discovery of a 
loss in the funds of the Educational Foundation which was 
reported on at the Semi-Annual revealed the possibility that 
we had been following a penny wise and pound foolish policy, 
and while there had been a saving in the amount of the premi- 
um paid, the coverage afforded by the bond was too limited. 
This bond covered jointly the Grand Commandery and the 
Trustees of the Educational Foundation. , 

I reviewed the matter with the Trustees of the Foundation 
on November 8th and 21st and February 26th. I had several 
conferences with Sir Knight Norman Wiggin through whom 
the bond was placed with the Seaboard Surety Company. Mr. 
Val White, bond specialist, kindly acted as my advisor. 

Arrangements were made with the Seaboard Surety Com- 
pany for the issuance of a comprehensive bond covering the 
Grand Commandery and the Knights Templar Educational 
Foundation with coverage retroactive to November 6, 1944, 
the anniversary date of the fidelity coverage. The bond is 
numbered F-21354, and the coverage briefly is as follows: 


1. Honesty on all officers, trustees, committeemen _

So-called all-risk coverage on money and securi- 
ties occurring anywhere in the office $25,000.00 - 


3. So-called all-risk coverage on money and securi-

4. Damage to furnishings, fixtures, equipment, 
safes and vaults caused by burglary or robbery 
or attempts thereat $25,000.00 
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5. Check alteration and forgery on outgoing or 
incoming checks and other instruments not only 
of the Commandery but on any of the officers $25,000.00 


6. So-called all-risk coverage on securities within 
rented safe deposit boxes $50,000.00 
(This is taken care of by a combination of the 
outside coverage under paragraph (b) and the 
specific Excess All-Risk Securities Endorse- 
ment in the back of the bond.) 


The premium for this bond is $515.32, allo- 
cated as follows: 


Trustees of the Permanent Fund $79.29 
Grand Commandery 118.91 
Educational Foundation ~* 317.12 


I consider this to be a very fine bond written at a very 
attractive rate, and I can assure you that my mind was very 
much more at ease when the placing of the bond had been 
coneluded than it had been at any time since August, 1944. 
As would be expected, the premium is larger than had been 
previously paid but likewise the coverage is much more ex- 
tensive hut not excessive. 

I sincerely hope that this Conelave will give serious and 
senerous attention to the suggestion that the per capita tax 
be increased. During the years that I have been an officer 
of Grand Commandery, so far as I am informed, the majority 
of the officers have assumed the expense for travel, meals and 
accommodations incident to carrying out their responsibilities. 
I am eertain that you believe as I do that the workman is 
worthy of his hire. This Grand Commandery is too big and 
too high minded to permit this condition to continue. 


Grand Commandery Office 


To the Grand Recorder and the executive clerk, I take this 
opportunity of extending my appreciation for their unfailing 
courtesy at all times. 

Up to this year, we have had at least two clerks in the 
office, and up to the time of the passing of E. S. Gibbs, three 
officers of the Grand Commandery, the Recorder, Treasurer 
and the Executive Secretary of the Educational Foundation 
who have given some time to the work of the office. This 
year we have been getting along with one clerk and the 
Grand Recorder who has served as Executive Secretary and 
the Treasurer, 
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The new bookkeeping system inaugurated to keep track of 
loanees of the Educational Foundation has consumed much 
more time than I think was anticipated with the result that 
most of my work I have had done elsewhere. I want to take 
this opportunity to remind the Grand Commandery that per- 
haps some of my successors may not be so situated, and 
proper facilities for handling their work may of necessity have 
to be provided. There is no reason to anticipate that in the 
immediate future the work of the Educational Foundation will 
increase. If and when it does, further consideration will 
have to be given to increasing the clerical force in the office.

The foregoing is only an outline of my stewardship for the 
Commandery year which is fast coming to a close. The 
reports of the various committees will give you more of the 
sum and substance of our activities. 

Let me warn you that we must give serious attention to the 
changing conditions under which we live. Some of our con- 
stituent Commanderies are finding it extremely difficult to 
meet the vicissitudes of change that is taking place in their 
locale. Change in population has practically isolated some 
of these Commanderies from further growth. They must 
face sooner or later the inevitable fact that consolidation with 
or transfer to the Commandery of some other location is in 
order. There is nothing unusual about this situation. If one 
watches the developments in the great cities, it is noted that 
business exerts pressure on residential neighborhoods and 
eventually in the cycle the localities they have left again be- 
come residential centers, 

Consideration should be given to the condition of our 
Asylums. Some of them are in poor condition. They need 
painting and redecorating. The furniture needs reupholster- 
ing. The carpets need replacing. They are not orderly and 
in some cases they are not clean. Yenerally speaking, they are 
unattractive, Query, will men be interested in Commanderies 
occupying such quarters? It is conceivable that much im- 
provement could be made if the members of the Commanderies 


would contribute one or two days of their time to improving 
the conditions, 5

When he ean look into a wayside puddle and see 
something besides mud, and into the face of the most forlorn 
mortal and see something beyond sin. When he knows how to 
pray, how to love, how to hope. When he has kept faith with 
himself, with his fellow man, with his God; in his hand a 
sword. for evil, in his heart a bit of a song — glad to live, 
but not afraid to die! In such a man, whether he be rich 
or poor, scholarly or unlearned, famous or obscure, Masonry 
has wrought her sweet ministry !’’ a,

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NECROLOGY

As we come again to an Annual Conclave of this Grand 
Commandery, we pause in our proceedings to memorialize the 
passing of those of our Grand Jurisdiction who since our last 
Grand Conclave, having finished their course on earth, have 
entered into that which awaits after the labor of life is com- 
pleted. 


The Record bears witness to the departure from our Grand 
Commandery membership during that period: of Eminent Sir 
Ralph Gregory, Grand Captain General, on January 17, 1945; 
of Right Eminent Sir Walter W. Burnham, Senior Past Grand 
Commander, on February 8, 1945; of The Very Reverend and 
Sir Knight Perey Tom Edrop, Associate Eminent Grand 
Prelate, on August 24, 1945: of 29 Past Commanders of this 
Grand Jurisdiction: and of 399 Fraters in our Constituent 
Commanderies. 


In the darkness of the hour that called these Fraters from 
the things of the present existence to an entrance into the un- 
known beyond, our hearts felt the anguish that came to the 
homes in which they dwelt for years; and in our search for 
some word of consolation from the God to whom they looked 
as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Universe, we are re- 
minded by one of the Hebrew Prophets, ‘‘That it shall come 
to pass that at evening time it shall be light.’’ Strange, per- 
haps, it may seem, but all things in God’s Universe tend toward 
darkness.

Grand Commander: I have another report to read which is 
rather unpleasant and that is concerning the arrest of the 
Charter of St. George Commandery, 


REPORT OF THE GRAND COMMANDER IN RE: THE 
ARREST OF THE CHARTER OF ST. GEORGE COM- 
MANDERY NO. 44, K.T. 


Among the many duties of the Grand Commander is a pro- 
vision that he ‘‘maintain a watchful supervision over all the 
Commanderies in his jurisdiction and to see that the Consti- 
tution, Statutes and Rituals of Grand Encampment, and the 
Constitution, Laws and Regulations of Grand Commandery, 
are duly and properly observed.’’ 


For many years conditions in St. George Commandery have 
been a source of concern to the administrators of the affairs of 
your Grand Commandery. Since 1927 the membership has 
deteriorated from 171 Sir Knights to 43 at the end of 1944. 
Since 1927, a period of 18 years, they have had but 13 petitions 
and 2 applications. In that same period they have dimitted 
44, suspended 45 and lost by death 54; a total of 143. Since 
1938, they have had no petitions and in that period have lost 
55 Sir Knights. Their records indicate that during the past 5 
years they have been able to muster barely 9 Sir Knights at 
most of their Conclaves. A review of the records of St. George 
Commandery, now in possession of the Grand Recorder, indi- 
cate that no Conclaves were recorded as held in April and May 
1942. No Conclave was held on Dee. 16, 1942. Conelave held 
Nov. 18, 1942 was the 500th. While no Conclaves were held 
on Dee. 16, 1942 and Jan. 20, 1943 the Conelave held Feb. 17, 
1943 is numbered 503. From that date on the Conclaves held 
were not numbered. On Mareh 17 and April 21, 1943 no Con- 
claves were recorded and from Dee. 25, 1943 to June 21, 1944 
the records are silent on any Conelaves being held. No Con- 
clave held March and April 1945 which was immediately fol- 
lowing their change of location and time of meeting; appar- 
ently this change produced no favorable results. ~ 


; On Jan. 1, 1945 the Grand Recorder received a communica- 
tion from the Recorder of St. George Commandery to the effect 
that the Commandery at its December Conclave had voted ‘‘to 
change its meeting place and also to change its meeting time.’’ 
Under date of Jan. 11, 1945 I wrote to the Recorder inviting 
his attention to the fact that possibly he had overlooked the 
legal requirements for making the changes as stated and offer- 
ing to grant a dispensation as an emergency measure ‘‘to hold 
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its January and February Conclaves at its new location in 
Grand Army Hall, Dana Street, Beverly, the fourth Wednes- 
day in January and February at 7:45 o’clock’’ and that ‘‘it 
should be indicated in your notice of these Conclaves that they 
were being held under dispensation granted by the Grand Com- 
mander in an emergency.’’? The notices of these Conclaves 
made no reference to the fact that they were being held under 
dispensation, therefore, there is some question in my mind if 
the amendments to the by-laws are legal. 


Despite repeated requests of myself and my predecessors, 
both oral and in writing, and the request of the Grand Re- 
corder that notices of their Conclaves be sent at least to the 
Grand Recorder’s office, if to no one else, generally speaking 
with exception in one or two instances, there has been no re- 
sponse. 


While it has been a requirement for years that each Com- 
mandery exemplify its work in the Order of the Temple, and 
in Inspection and Review at least once a year on an approved 
date it has been impossible over the years for St. George Com- 
mandery to meet these requirements without assistance from 
Sir Knights of other Commanderies. Notwithstanding specitic 
instructions in recent years that this work must be done by 
active or honorary members of each Commandery, St. George 
Commandery has continued to enlist the aid of non qualified 
Sir Knights, 

This year I attended the February Conclave of St. George 
Commandery in order to assist them in straightening out 
their by-law difficulties accompanied by V.’.B.’.Sir Frank H. 
Wilson and our respective Deputy Grand Warders, Em.’.Sir 
William §. Cooper and Em.*.Sir Walter E. Furber, During 
our discussion they requested permission to hold their Inspee- 
tion this year (no question had been raised by me regarding 
this matter). We told them that they could put on their In- 
spection provided they would do it with their own members. 
To this they agreed but on the night of Inspection they were 
unable with their own members to do the work, and the In- 
spection was called off after dinner. The report of the In- 
specting Officer that in his opinion ‘‘it is a waste of your time 
as well as any other Grand Commandery Officer to try and 
help the situation. I doubt they are looking for any such 
help and if they felt they needed it would not hesitate to re- 
quest it.’’ I have conferred with Inspecting Officers of other 
years, one of them says ‘‘St. George has been a problem since 
oe their Inspecting Officer and I think for some years before 
that. 
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Communications addressed to the Recorder and to the 
Commander have not been even acknowledged. Their failure to 
utilize the jurisdiction assigned them has undoubtedly kept 
Companions living therein from joining Templary. Requests 
have been made for release of jurisdiction by other Comman- 
deries on petitions of Companions living in St. George’s juris- 
diction and I believe have been granted. Four were granted on 
the night I was present. 


On July 2, 1945, a meeting of the Committee on Adminis- 
tration was held at the office of the Grand Commandery. In 
attendance V.".E..Sir Frank H. Wilson, Em.’.Sirs Harold 
Ss. Crocker, George A. Weeks and R.".E.’.Sir George B. Samp- 
son, at which time a very thorough review was made of the 
condition of some of the weaker Commanderies and in the 
case of St. George Commandery it was decided that action 
was passed due and that they should be invited to show cause 
why they should not seek consolidation with some other Com- 
mandery or offer reasonable assurance of improved conditions, 
or suffer the arresting of their Charter. 


On July 9, 1945 I addressed a communication to the Em.". 
Commander of St. George Commandery, its Generalissimo, 
Captain General, Treasurer, and Recorder reading as follows: 


“Tt being evident from the records of St. George Com- 
mandery that our beloved Fraters no longer find it pos- 
sible to conform to the laws and regulations promulgated 
by the Grand Commandery, it, therefore, becomes the duty 
of the Grand Commander to take such action as the best 
interests of Templary in this Jurisdiction require. You, 
severally, are directed to meet with the Grand Com- 
mander and the Committee on Administration on Tues- 
day, July 17, 1945 at 7:30 P.M., at the Headquarters of 
Grand Commandery, Masonic Temple, Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, Room 205, for the purpose of reviewing the 
situation generally and with the hope of agreeing on 
some definite program of action. 


The Eminent Commander will bring with him the origi- 
nal charter of St. George Commandery which was com- 


mitted to his keeping when: he was installed as Com- 
mander. 


: The ‘Treasurer will bring with him the financial records 
including all books of deposits of money of the Com- 
mandery. 


The Recorder will bring with him the current records 
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of the Commandery and all books of Rituals and Tactics. 


Failure to conform with this directive will leave the 
Grand Commander no alternative but to exercise his best 
judgment in the premises. Given under my hand and the 
seal of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and 
the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
this ninth day of July, A.D. 1945, A.O. 827.

This letter was duly attested by the Grand Recorder. To 
this communication I received no acknowledgment from any 
one of the recipients although these notices being sent by regis- 
tered mail we had the receipts indicating their delivery. How- 
ever, at the appointed time the following officers made their 
appearance :-— 


Commander—Sir Kt. Sherwood F. Bryant 
Generalissino—Sir Kt. Perley Hurd (P.C.) 
Capt. General—Sir Kt. Silas F. Campbell (P.C.) 
Treasurer—Sir Kt. Boardman Burnham 
Recorder—Sir Kt. Albert F. Teague (P.C.) 
Prelate—Sir Kt. Stephen E. Woodbury (P.C.) 


At this conference the decline in membership of the Com- 
mandery was discussed. While there had been petitions to the 
local Chapter no petitions had been obtained by the Com- 
mandery. Their failure to send copies of notices to the Grand 
Recorder. Our doubt regarding the ability of the Commandery 
to put on the Order of the Temple, even if they had candi- 
dates. The fact that Inspecting Officers over the years had 
expressed doubt as to the wisdom of permitting the Comman- 
dery to continue in operation. That we would like to recom- 
mend to them consolidation with some other Commandery, 
illustrating the voluntary act of William Parkman Comman- 
dery No. 28 consolidating with Boston Commandery No. 2. 
To this suggestion the representatives of St. George Com- 
mandery indicated very definitely that they were not inter- 
ested in consolidation with any other Commandery ; that they 
had a meeting the night before and that was their conclusion 
(as near as I can ascertain those present were the only ones 
present the night before). 
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They offered no hope for any improvement in the existing 
conditions. The Committee on Administration, who act as 
advisors to the Grand Commander, in executive session decided 
without much delay that there was only one action that could 
be logically taken and that was to arrest the charter of St. 
George Commandery. The members of the Commandery again 
came into the conference and the matter was explained to 
them. Some were resentful of our action. At least one ex- 
pressed his feeling and felt that we had been very kind and 


considerate and he for one would unite with some other Com- 
mandery. 


On July 17, 1945, I addressed a communication to Em.’. 
Sir Sherwood F. Bryant, Officers and Sir Knights of St. 
George Commandery reading as follows: 


“In accordance with the specific authority conferred 
upon me as Grand Commander by Article 8, Section 2, 
Paragraph D, of the Constitution of the Grand Comman- 
dery of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, I do hereby arrest the 
Charter of St. George Commandery No. 44, stationed at 
Beverly, Massachusetts. 


This action and the reason therefor in full will be re- 
ported to the Grand Commandery at its next Annual Con- 
clave on October 24th for its final action. 


Decision in this matter was not hastily made, and 
action was not taken until after a frank and full discussion 
of the problems of St. George Commandery with its com- 
mander Em.’.Sir Sherwood F. Bryant; Generalissimo, 
Em.".Sir Perley Hurd; Captain General, Em.’.Sir Silas 
F. Campbell; Treasurer, Sir Kt. Boardman Burnham; 
Recorder, Em.”.Sir Albert F. Teague and the Prelate, 
Em.°.Sir Stephen E. Woodbury and with the unanimous 
BDewval of the Council Officers of the Grand Comman- 
Gan and R.".E.’.Sir George B. Sampson, Past Grand 

ommander, as a member of the Committee on Adminis- 


tration, at a meeting held at the office of the Grand Com- 
mandery this evening.

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On July 17, 1945, I addressed a personal communication to 
the Sir Knights of record of St. George Commandery reading 
as follows :-— 


“Tt is a very unpleasant duty to have to notify you 
that I have this day arrested the Charter of St. George 
Commandery subject, of course, to action by the Grand 
Commandery at its next annual conclave on October 24, 
1945. 

I want to assure each of you first of all that this action 
in no way will affect your status as a Knight Templar. 
.Section 174, Page 39 of the Constitution of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States 
of America provides ‘when the charter of a Commandery 
is surrendered or arrested, the members in good standing 
shall be entitled to a certificate of good standing to the 
Grand Recorder which shall have the effect of a dimit. 


At a conference with your Officers held this evening, it 
was their expressed opinion that they did not desire con- 
solidation with any other Commandery. Possibly this may 
not represent the opinion of the entire membership of St. 
George Commandery. In an endeavor to determine just 
what your opinion may be, I am asking for an informal 
mail vote using the enclosed stamped envelope. 


It is the hope of your Grand Commandery Officers that 
not one Sir Knight of St. George Commandery will sever 
his connection with Templary. Please indicate if you de- 
sire your opinion held in confidence.

To that communication I received 12 cards indicating that 
those members were neither interested in consolidation pr ih 
affiliating with any other Commandery. 1 card indicated that 
the Sir Knight was not in favor of consolidation and was mon: 
committal on the question of affiliation. Another, that ae a 
no opinion as respects consolidation but would join a Com- 
mandery in Illinois. 1 ecard that he would vote with the ma- 
jority. 5 were in favor of consolidation—4 naming Winslow 
Lewis Commandery No. 18 and 1 naming either Newburyport 
No. 3 or Bethlehem No. 43. 1 Sir Knight on account of his 
age (93) was reported by his daughter as not voting. 
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I now ask your approval of my action in accordance with 
the provision of the Constitution of Grand Encampment. of 
Knights Templar of the United States of America and the 
Grand Commandery of this Jurisdiction. Appended hereto 
are statisties amplifying the statements referred to regarding 
membership of this Commandery.

believe the work has been splendidly done. As much as we may 
regret it, it is the thing to do and I believe it should be the 
vote of this Grand Commandery to approve his action in ar- 
resting the Charter of St. George Commandery.

Grand Commander: This action was the most unpleasant job 
Thad to do this year. I could have run away from it but I did 
not feel that was the right thing to do. I would like to make 
this suggestion if it pleases this Commandery, that a motion 
should be made that those Sir Knights of St. George Comman- 
dery who desire to affiliate with some other Commandery shall 
have their affiliation fee paid out of the funds of St. George 
Commandery. I think such a motion would be necessary in 
order to effectuate the action I have in mind, as giving the in- 
coming Grand Commander the authority to so use the funds. 
Tt hardly seems proper that those men who have been disfran- 
chised, In a way, should be put to additional expense in seek- 
ing affiliation with other Commanderies, I am confident that 
more of those Sir Knights are going to affiliate.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON BY-LAWS 


Boston, Mass., Ocr. 24, 1945. 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers one

Sir Knights :-— 


At the last Annual Conclave of this Grand Commandery, 
held on October 25, 1944, Em. Sir Charles W. Henderson, JF 
Grand Treasurer, proposed an amendment to Article 18, Sec- 
tion 2, of the Grand Constitution, changing the per capita a 
to ‘‘One Dollar’’ instead of ‘‘Fifty Cents,’’ and Gt ae 
Commander stated that ‘‘as this is a matter of amending | 
Constitution, no action can be taken at this time. The Gt os 
Commander will appoint a committee to investigate the ee 
ter and report at the next Conclave, unless there 1s a specia. 
Conclave called.’’

The undersigned committee was subsequently appointe 
and now presents its report and recommendation. 


It has been apparent for some years that the finances of ahi 
Grand Commandery were rapidly reaching a point where 1 
could no longer operate successfully due to lack of funds for 
current operations. 


There are several reasons for this. 
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First: The membership has declined from the high point of 
26,563 in 1926 to 12,475 in 1943, less than half or a reduction 
of 538%. 


Second: While the principal of the Grand Fund has remained 
practically the same, the income from this Fund has declined 
from $4246.43 in 1929 to $2583.78 in 1943, a reduction of 39%, 
and still lower interest rates seem to be inevitable. 


Third: Through the so called ‘‘depression years’’ the number 
of candidates has been small, thus reducing the income from 
the fees for candidates. It is true that at present there is an 
Increase in the number of candidates, but it is the opinion of 
this committee that Grand Commandery should not be de- 
pendent for its operating expenses upon the fee of $5.00 re- 
ceived for each candidate. Rather these fees should be set 
aside in good times into the Permanent or Grand Fund of the 
Grand Commandery, so that the income from that Fund may 


be available for operating expenses during those periods when 
it is most needed. 


A comparison of the budget figures for the recent years 
shows that the total appropriations have declined from $20,- 
744.00 in 1928-29 to less than half that figure in the years 
since 1940, the lowest being $8,964.44 in 1942-43, 


_ That _we have not materially reduced the principal of the 
Grand Fund during these years is a credit to the Grand Com- 
manders and other Grand Officers who have kept the expenses 
within the budget figures, and have done this many times by 
paying items out of their own pockets which properly should 
have been paid by Grand Commandery. 


For Instance, in former years when the income permitted its

Pes are undoubtedly Sir Knights who are well qualified 
Ar ise, who have to decline appointments under a system 
waich expects them to pay for their own travelling expenses. 


The committee believes that this Grand Commandery should 
be represented at the Triennial Conelaves of the Grand En- 
campment by as many as possible who are entitled to vote in 
Grand Encampment, and that none so entitled to vote should 
be influenced to stay away because the payment of his travel- 
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ling expenses would contribute by that amount to the financial 
problems of Grand Commandery, and there have been such 
cases, 


There are many ways in which more help could be given to 
the Commanderies of this Grand Jurisdiction if more money 
were available. 


First: If expenses of official visits were paid, the Grand Officers 
would no doubt visit the Commanderies in their divisions more 
frequently on other occasions, and thus their experience and 
suggestions and advice would be more frequently available. 


Second: Other Grand Bodies have issued booklets and other 
printed material which have been of great help to the constitu- 
ent bodies in campaigns for candidates. But this costs money 
which has not been aavilable in our recent budgets. 


Third: We now have half the personnel that we had formerly 
in our Grand Commandery office. A card record of the Sir 
Knights in this Jurisdiction in the Grand Commandery office 
would be of great value, but this would require additional part 
time clerical help to set this up and maintain it. 


Fourth: The officers of the Commanderies need new tactics. 
The committee on tactics has this in manuscript form prac- 
tically ready for printing. But the printing of these will be 
a sizeable item of expense. 


Fifth: We should have an up-to-date edition of the Grand 
Commandery Constitution and Regulations in one volume, and 
copies should be in the possession of all Commanderies within 
the Jurisdiction. 


The latest edition of the Constitution is now in a small 
pamphlet, apart from the book containing the Regulations and 
was printed in 1936. The latest edition of the Regulations is 
contained in a red covered book printed in 1927. In many 
Commanderies neither one has been kept up-to-date as to 
Amendments, and a check by Division Commanders at In- 
spections has failed to find many of these two books associated 
with each other, and this no doubt accounts for the lack of 
knowledge of our laws on the part of many of our officers. 


Sivth: There is a need for exemplifications in different sec- 
tions of the two States. 


Seventh: Photo-statie copies of all charters of Constituent 
Commanderies should be made and a copy kept in the Grand 
Commandery office. In several Commanderies the original 
Charter has been destroyed by fire or flood, and there remains 
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but a single working copy of the original. If this working copy 
should be destroyed at any time in the future, and no extra 
copy has been made, there will be no visible record in existence 
of the original. To guard against such an event as well as for 
historical purposes, this is a most desirable thing to do. 


There are many other ways in which Grand Commandery 
can be of great help to the officers and Sir Knights of the Com- 
manderies, if more money were available, which will occur to 
anyone who gives the matter some thought. 


The question naturally arises as to whether the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island would be out of 
line in comparison with other Grand Commanderies if the per 
capita tax were increased to one dollar. 


A study of this taken from the Proceedings of the several 
Grand Commanderies shows that of the 47 Grand Com- 
manderies, only one other has a per capita tax as low as 50c, 
and the committee understands that an increase is being con- 
sidered there. 


There are two at 60¢, three at 75c, and one at 80c, making 
eight Grand Commanderies with a per capita tax under $1.00. 
There are nineteen at $1.00, and sixteen with various amounts 
over $1.00 and less than $2.00, and four have a per capita tax 
of $2.00 or more. 


From these figures the committee believes it is apparent that 
re would not be out of line in adopting a per capita tax of 
51.00. 


It further believes that such a change will prove to be an 
investment for all our Constituent Commanderies which will 
come back to them in renewed vitality and interest through 
the help which Grand Commandery can give to them. 


If this Grand Jurisdiction, in which was the birthplace of 
Templar Masonry, is to maintain its proper place as a leader 
among its sister Grand Jurisdictions, we must be willing to con- 
tribute our thought and effort and money to make Templary 
appeal to our Companions of the Capitular Rite and to our 
Sir Knights. 

We cannot sit back and rest on our history. We must ex- 
pand our activities, be of more help and service to those who 
already are enrolled in our ranks, and bring the message of 


Templar Masonry to more of our Companions of the Chapter 
and Council. 


Money alone will not do this, but with renewed devotion by 
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the Grand Officers and the funds with which to carry out many 
of their ideas, this Grand Commandery will attain its proper 
place in the Masonic picture both numerically and fraternally. 


We therefore recommend— 


That Article XVIII, Section 2, of the Grand Constitution be 
amended as follows: 


Eliminate the words ‘‘fifty cents’’ in the eighth line of this 
section and substitute therefore the words ‘‘One Dollar,’”’ 
thereby increasing the per capita tax to One Dollar.

The report of the Grand Commander concerning the arrest 
of the charter of St. George Commandery No. 44 has been 
referred to the Jurisprudence Committee. We are of the 
opinion that the proceedings in the matter have given every 
possible consideration to the rights and privileges of the Sir 
Knights of St. George Commandery and that the decision has 
been made by the Grand Commander in the interest of the Sir 
Knights of St. George Commandery and Templar Masonry in 
this Jurisdiction, and in accordance with the duties imposed 
on him as Grand Commander. 


This Committee endorses the procedure and action taken 
by the Grand Commander and recommends the confirmation 
by Grand Commandery of the action taken by the Grand Com- 
mander on July 17, 1945, in a communication addressed to 
Em.

Amend Article II, Sxc. 2, to read: ‘The officers of the Com- 
mandery shall be chosen annually at the stated conclave in 
June ; the Commander, Generalissimo, Captain General, Senior 
Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer and Recorder shall be 
elected by written ballot, the remaining officers shall be ap- 
pointed by the Commander. The time and date of their instal- 
lation to be designated by the Commander-elect, and they shall 
hold their respective offices until their successors are In 
stalled.”’ 


Tuomas Smrra Wess Commanpery, No. 51. 


Amend. Article II, Suc. 1, by adding the following sentence: 
“The Annual Conclave shall be held on the third Friday in 
September.’’ 


Amend Article IT, Src. 2, to read: ‘‘The Commander, nae 
erallissimo, Captain General, Senior Warden, Junior Ward en, 
Treasurer, Recorder and such other elective officers as are pt eh 
seribed in these by-laws and any amendments thereto, shall i 
elected by written ballot at the stated conclave in June of Hen 
year.

The proposed amendment to the Constitution of Grand 
Commandery, relating to per capita tax on constitutent Com- 
manderies, offered at the annual conclave held in October,

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committee. The Committee on Jurisprudence recommends 
approval in the form presented, namely : 


Amend Article XVIII, Src. 2, to read: ‘‘Every Constituent 
Commandery shall make annually to the Grand Recorder on 
or before the first day of September a return of the roll of its 
officers and members and of all candidates for the Orders 
accepted, or rejected up to and including June 30 next pre- 
ceding, and pay to this Grand Commandery five dollars for 
every Companion recéiving the Illustrious Order of the Red 
Cross, and one dollar for every member returned, and from 
the sum thus collected shall be paid the assessments of seven 
and one-half cents for every member levied by the Grand 
Encampment. A Commandery failing to make said annual 


return on the first day of September shall pay a penalty of 
twenty-five dollars.’’

To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island: 


The vouchers and records of the Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Recorder, and Trustees of the Educational Foundation, have 
been audited, and the securities in charge of the Trustees of 
the Grand Fund examined by a certified public accountant, 
and his report checked and filed in the office of Grand Com- 
mandery. 


The budget for the coming year, as herewith submitted, con- 


tains expenditure items for badly needed office equipment, 
which if procured will effect economies in the operation of the 
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Grand Commandery office, new tactics books and new Con- 
stitution and Regulations books.

Em.’.Sir Willey: On the basis of the action taken this 
morning, it would seem to me rather good judgment on the 
part of the budget committee if they would try to reduce their 
budget a little this year and bring it in line with what we 
voted and turned down this morning. 


Grand Commander: Anything further to be said on the 
question? Are you ready for the question? 


R.".E.’.Sir Rines: I think in view of the fact that the per 
capita inerease was defeated, it is very asinine to accept this 
budget as read, and it should either be referred back to the 
committee, or else, in lieu of that, I think a very quick way 
to correct it would be that we adopt.the budget that was in 
operation for the fiscal year 1944-1945 under which we have 
done pretty well, and that such items as tactics, new eonstitu- 
tions and the like, which in a way are capital items and not 
a budget item should be paid for out of the general fund. But 
the budget as set up for running this Grand Commandery 
should be practically the same as last year. To be sure, there 
has been an increase in income, but there is a decrease this 
year over what the budget committee sets up of $1100 in the 
return from the Grand Fund and not $400. Furthermore I 
am greatly in favor of saving what we can for a rainy day, 
when these fellows down the line become Grand Commanders, 
candidates may not be easy to obtain and they will then have 
the same amount of money as in the past. I recommend that 
the budget as submitted to us last year be again adopted for 
this year, 


Em.’.Sir Willey: If that is a motion I will second its 
Grand Commander : It was not made as such. 


Em.’.Sir Kenison: It is too bad you have to sell the Grand 
Commandery but you gentlemen who are in business or pro- 
fessions know that if you are going to sell anything you have 
to spend money to do it. You have a budget here and if there 
is any item which is not needed and is excessive, you may re- 
turn it, but it takes care of the items which should be taken 
care of. You have a surplus of $1100 which might well be 
used to take care of the items. It might be spread over a term 
of years. 
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Grand Commander: Is there anything further to be said on 
the question ?

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TACTICS 


To the Members of the Grand Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: / 


Supplementing the report of last May, your Committee is 
pleased to make the following 


ReEporr 


An exemplification of the proposed revised Tactics was held 
through the courtesy of Coeur de Lion Commandery at their 
Asylum on September 4, 1945. Bay State Commandery, Em.’. 
Sir Harold S. Saunders, Commander, demonstrated the work. 
We wish to extend to Em.’.Sir Saunders, his officers and 
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guards our sincere thanks for the time and effort they spent 
during the summer to learn the changes in movements demon- 
strated at Charlestown, also to Em.’.Sir Archibald T. Meikle 
for the use of his quarters. 


The meeting was attended by 201 Sir Knights representing 
37 of the 52 Commanderies, and, of this number, 27 were Com- 
manders. The gathering, held the day after Labor Day, 
demonstrated the great interest in Templar Masonry in this 
Grand Jurisdiction. It was a very successful meeting. Many 
of those in attendance spoke following each section of the 
work, It was quite evident that no major changes in our 
present set of Tactics were desired. 


The proposed Tactics, as demonstrated, was the culmination 
of six years of labor. The first Committee was appointed by 
Rt.".Em.*.Sir Arthur A. A. Stewart in 1939. During these 
years, there have been seventeen Sir Knights on the commit- 
tee, five of whom served four years; three, three years; five, 
two years; and four for a single year. An effort was made by 
all to draw up a code that would eliminate those things that 
had seemed to be objectionable to the majority and also to 
simplify the taeties throughout. 


One of the chief objections seemed to be the placing of the 
National Colors in the East with the added movements neces- 
sary each time it took its place in formation. A careful study 
of the proceedings of Grand Encampment as far back as 1922 
seemed to indicate that their provision for its location in the 
East is in accordance with their set of Tactics only. As we 
may, as a Grand Commandery, adopt our own set of Tactics, 
that proposed change will be eliminated. 

We expect that the next Committee will revise the Tactics 
as near as possible to the expressed wishes of the majority, 
print the new code so that it may be placed in use at the start 
of the Templar year one year hence.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON NEW MEMBERSHIP 


To the Grand Commander, Officers and Members of the Grand 
Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Sir Knights: 


Your membership committee has just completed a most suc- 
cessful drive for new members. This has been accomplished by 
all the Sir Knights in the jurisdiction. 


Our objective was to show a net gain in membership, and, 
to accomplish this, a goal was set of 1000 new members; and, 
although we did not go over the top in numbers, we did show 
a net gain of 175, and this is the first year for many years in 
which a net gain has been made. 


Two years ago, the Grand Commandery, probably for the 
first time, organized a regular membership committee. That 
was the base upon which we started to build for the future 
growth of the Grand Commandery. At that time we knew, 
from the figures and charts that we had prepared, that the 
current year could not show a net gain in membership, but it 
was indicated, by the charts and nucleus, that the net loss was 
decreasing year after year, so that at the end of two years we 
anticipated — and actually predicted — that we would have 
a net gain. And this is the ‘‘two years hence’’ in which we 
have come to the first net gain we have had in the Grand Com- 
mandery since 1926. 


The Exhibit No. 1 shows the percentage net gain to total 
membership. 


We suggested again this year that membership committees 
be continued in each Commandery, and that a concerted drive 
be made on Chapter members. And, to help, a list of all the

When we made our report at the Semi-Annual Conclave 
at Providence, Rhode Island, May 25, 1945, it was hoped that 
we would show a small net gain for the year, and, now that all 
the Commanderies have made their returns to the Grand 
Commandery, we are pleased to report that the total number of 
new members was 687, with a net gain total of 175. 


There have been approximately 20,000 new members in all 
the Commanderies in the Grand Encampment of the United 
States of America. This does not mean that only that number 
were Knighted; it means that nearly 40,000 Chapter Masons 
received the orders, but there were many deaths, demits, and 
suspensions that reduced the grand net total, 


The final results of the accomplishments of each Com- 
mandery are given on the attached report. The report also 
discloses that there are 209 petitions for the orders which 
could not be conferred within the Grand Commandery year 
1944-1945, but which will serve as a nucleus for 1945-1946. 


One real reason why we should urge eligible Masons to be- 
come affiliated with the York Rite, is, that the world is today 
im greater need of the Order of Knights Templar than ever 
before. There is more at stake — more to save. 


Tn closing, we wish to leave this thought with each Com- 
mandery ; that if they are to continue in existence as a worth- 
while group, they must, in the interest of their own self- 
preservation, acquire new members, with a minimum sufficient 
to offset uncontrollable losses.

I feel very certain that the good attendance this 
afternoon has been insured by your looking forward to hearing 
from some of our distinguished guests, and it gives me a great 
deal of pleasure to again present to you Most Worshipful 
Samuel H. Wragg, Grand Master of Masons in Massachusetts. 


“Sir Knights and Fraters,—is that right? Brothers: I 
think you are very patient to stay and then to suggest that 
you want to hear speaking after being here since nine 0 clock 
this morning, — some of you. I am very happy to have this 
minute, — and I will be very brief, —to pay my respects iP 
the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Islan ; 
and to bring you the greetings of the Most Worshipful Gran¢ 
Lodge of Masons in Massachusetts, 


I congratulate your Commander. I think he has done 4 
splendid job in presiding over this meeting. I was inteneter 
in his remarks this morning, —his speech. I think it 1s. Ae 
for the Grand Master or any other presiding officer to visit Aa 
cause we do learn something everywhere we g0, and I a 
through listening to your Grand Commander this pH ere) 
I was interested in hearing him speak of the difficulty we ae 
had during the last year —he has been Grand Comman' 3 
longer than I have been Grand Master, although we wer 
both elected in the past year. 


While we have had trouble with calling our ates me 
we in the Grand Lodge, trying to abide by the ie they 
ODT and telling those who would come not to come Ir t y 
came from a distance, and still hoping they would aie 
think at our last communication although it was on the ne Sh 
not to come we had a very good attendance. Thank g00) ar 
that is over. And thank goodness and thank God we art ok 
here in the City of Boston, or any other part of as : aie 
in a meeting like this where we meet as Masons. WWE am yee 
members of the Council, the Chapter, the Commandery, a third 
Thirty-Third Degree Masons, but we are all a ae 
Degree Masons — or else we could not be here a his el 
today. How wonderful jt is, I say, that we as ay ie. Hitler 
meet, when we realize that for a number of years Mr. uy 
and his gang have done everything they could to At 
organization ; to destroy Masonry. And to think that a ay ial 
come when they are dead and gone, or going, and we are stl 
living to enjoy a Masonic meeting! 
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I think that in the European countries, and of course in the 
Philippines and in China, they have practically destroyed Ma- 
sonry as far as meetings went, but of course they did not de- 
stroy the institution of Freemasonry because Masonry is some- 
thing that is in the heart. They did destroy our regalia and 
other tangibles. 


Our Jurisdiction, which as you know includes China, had 
between five and six hundred members in the six Lodges there 
at the outbreak of the war. Our Grand Secretary has kept in 
touch with about sixty-five per cent of these Masons, spread 
all over the world, and we are constantly getting letters from 
them telling us where they are and how anxious they are to get 
back so they can have their meetings once more. More than 
that, they have been sending in their Lodge dues regularly and 
in many instances making voluntary contributions to aid their 
less fortunate brother members, and we now have in the Grand 
Lodge Treasury some $7,000 ready to hand over to the Lodges 


in China when they are again ready and able to resume op- 
erations. 


We have had our troubles, trying to attend visitations and 
pay visits to other Grand Jurisdictions, but last year we in- 
creased some five thousand in number in our Massachusetts 
Jurisdiction. Of course that may mean only between two and 
three thousand net gain, but out of that net I hope the Com- 
mandery gets a good percentage as it did in the days of our 
ancestors, 


The more I see of it, we are all Masons, — Third Degree 
Masons ; — we are all Brothers no matter what branch of Ma- 
sonry we belong to. We should be Brothers and meet each 
other in that friendly brotherly way as Masons should. I say 
that for both the York Rite and the Scottish Rite. I still feel, 
and I hope every other Mason will feel, that we meet on the 
same level and when we meet a Brother, no matter where or 
who he is, We can meet him on those friendly terms. I feel that 
there is but one level in Masonry. 


_ That is why we should be so careful in selecting and allow- 
ing men to become members. We must be careful in choosing 
the members that we want. I have said many times that it is 
not so much that we want men in Masonry as it is that we want 
to put Masonry into men. When we gain 4 new member and 
Masonry enters his heart, we are going to have a better com- 
munity, a better state, and a better world in which to live. 


Right Eminent Grand Commander, I appreciate the cour- 
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tesy extended to me as Grand Master of Masons, both last night 
and today. I feel very happy; very much at home among 
your distinguished Brethren. ‘ 


M.’.W.’.Herbert A. Crowell: Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander, Most Worshipful Grand Master — and Brothers all. 
I won’t say that we use the word ‘‘Plantation’’ only to embar- 
rass those who may introduce us, but because we are such a 
small State, we have to cover many things in our title which 
we clo not have in area. 


I appreciate the courtesy of the Grand Commander in in- 
viting me here as Grand Master of Masons in Rhode Island, 
for part of your Commanderies, you know, are in my jJuris- 
diction. 


I also appreciate the fact that the Grand Master of Massa- 
chusetts was gracious enough to allow me to be received with 
him instead of being received separately. 


Your Grand Master has given you many things to think 
about regarding Templar and Scottish Rite Masonry. I, as a 
Past Commander of St. John’s Commandery, am particularly 
interested in Templar Masonry. You may say ‘‘ What has 
that to do with the Grand Lodge?’’ We have taught that 
Masonry is a way of religion and we must realize that the 
only place in which religion is mentioned is in the Com- 
mandery. 


I wish for you in your Commanderies, the best of success m 
the endeavor to enlarge your bodies, but in making such an 
effort, as the Grand Master of Massachusetts said a few mo- 
ments ago, be careful. Be careful to contact the men who will 
be a credit to you, not necessarily in a business sense or a 
social sense, but a credit in a moral sense and then starting 
from the top, the Commandery down to the Blue Lodge, oF 
from the Blue Lodge up through the Commandery, if you 
will, we shall have an uninterrupted line of worth while Ma- 
sonry, not only in our jurisdictions, but throughout the world ; 
where it was when these bodies were formed and where it 
should be as this country continues. 


M.".E.’.Sir Harry G. Pollard, P.G.M. of the Grand Encamp- 
ment was present as the official representative of Sir Kt. 
Charles Noah Orr, Grand Master of the Grand Encampment 
of Knights Templar of the U.S.A. and addressed the Con- 
clave in his usual jovial manner extending greetings and 
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felicitations of the Most Eminent Grand Master. He con- 
gratulated the retiring Grand Commander on his untiring 
efforts of the past year and the splendid results of the same, 
concluding his remarks with excerpts of General Order No. 5 
which he had just received from the Grand Master which were 
both interesting and instructive. 


Grand Commander: I was not sure when Harry started out 
what the mark was going to be. I am not sure now. We will 
record that 49 out of 52 Commanderies have been represented 
here by 220 Sir Knights who have signed the cards of regis- 
tration. My thanks to you for fulfilling what I consider to be 
your duty, I am glad to have you here. If the electorate on the 
left and right have elected their speakers each will have three 
minutes to prove why he is here and tell us whether he is glad 
or sorry. Who speaks for the presiding Grand Commanders?

Commander of Maryland has been selected. 


R.*.E.".Sir Cleaveland: A great honor has been conferred 
upon me by having been appointed to represent the Grand 
Commanders who are here. There is just one word that I 
would like to leave with the Grand Commandery and my 
fraters, and that is optimism. We have passed through trouble- 
Some times in the last twenty years. We have had many and 
many who have fallen by the wayside. We have felt, perhaps, 
that the interest in Templary had diminished, and we have 
In many instances been overcome by despair. But today, as we 
look forward to the future, with the acquisition of members, 
with the hopefulness that springs eternally in our breasts, we 
may feel that the cause of Christ can never suffer ; that we who 
represent the Supreme Commander will be faithful in the 
days to come and that the glories of Templarism which have 
made it so splendid in the days that are past, and the men who 
have brought our great organization to such standards of 
idealism and devotion will not have labored in vain, and the 
memories of their work and devotion and the memory of their 
accomplishments in the days 20, 25 or 30 years ago when this 
Order of ours was one of the greatest orders that the world had 
ever known will be revived, will be rejuvenated, and that in 
the days to come our standards will have gone into far-flung 
ranks, and that the cause of Christ will be advanced, and we 
will again bring our Order to the great heights that it oceu- 
pied in days gone by. Thank you. _ ta

ANcIENT Crarr Masons date from the creation of the world, B.C. 
4000, calling it Anno Lucis (Year of Light). Hence add 4000 to com- 
mon time. A. D. 1946=A. L. 5946. 


Royau Arch Masons date from the beginning of the building of the 
Second Temple by Zerubbabel, B. C. 530, calling it Anno Inventionis 
(Year of Discovery). Hence add 530 to common time. A. D. 1946= 
A. I. 2476, : 


Hoty Oxper or Hien PriestHoop dates from the blessing of Abraham, 
B. C. 1913, calling it Anno Beneficio (Year of the Blessing). Hence add 
1913 to common time. A. D. 1946=A. B. 3859. 


RoyaL AND SELECT Mastzrs refer to the completion of the First 
Temple, B. C. 1000, calling it Anno Depositionis (Year of the Deposit): 
Hence add 1000 to common time. A. D. 1946—=A. Dep. 2946. 


Knicuts TaMpuar date from the founding of the Order, A. D. 1118, 
calling it Anno Ordinis, Hence subtract 1118 from common time. A. D. 
1946=A. O, 828,
